26.— One of the most disastrous 
ex plosions on record occurred y eg- 
terday afternoon at the Electro­ 
chemical works, 
near Griesheim, 
where smokeless powder is manu­ 
factured. 
Most of the boilers ex ­ 
ploded. 
The noise was so tremen­ 
dous that it was heard at f^reat dis­ 
tances, 
including Fiankfort and 
May ence. 
The factory immediately became 
a mass of flames and a northeast 
wind carried the sparks to neigh­ 
boring 
villages, 
where 
several 
houses were also set on fire. 
Eighteen cy linders, each con­ 
taining about one hundred hundred­ 
weight of smokeless powder, were 
in the room when the ex plosion 
occurred. 
Troops were immediately order­ 
ed to Griesheim to prevent the fire 
spreading 
to the large benzine 
reservoirs nearby . 
Fire brigades 
from every place in the neighbor­ 
hood hurried to the scene, but ow­ 
ing to the dangerous nature of the 
disaster and the fear of the renew­ 
al of the ex plosions, the greatest 
difficulty was ex perienced in stop­ 
ping the progress of the flames. 
Only after five hours of strenu­ 
ous effort was the conflagration to 
some ex tent controlled and the 
danger passed so as to make it pos­ 
sible to begin the work of ex tri­ 
cating the bodies. 
The number of dead and injured 
is estimTated at 150, but can not be 
determined until the list of em ­ 
ploy es of the chemical^ works can 
be compared with the survivors.
